Iwo crewmen and an Army ser- 
geant, washed overboard and 
swept against the base of over- 
nanging 300-foot cliffs by the rip 
tides, were rescued by small boats 
daringly probing through the 
Jagged rocks in the weird, waver:

The bobbing rescue craft 
snatched 50 chilled, panicky 
women and children from the 
Slanting decks of the wreck Mon- 
day night, minutes before the 
9,746-ton liner broke its back on 
the reef. 

In the Seward hospital suffering 
from immersion in icy waters 
were the liner’s storekeeper, 
Roger Bassette, the _ assistant 
purser, Charles Schrivener, and 
Army Staff Sgt. Jack Reinhold. 

“The Yukon was pounded by 
50-foot waves after we went onto 
the rocks,” Bassette said.. “I saw 
some of my buddies washed over- 
board a few minutes before | was 
thrown into the water myself. 

“Everybody had been ordered 
to move toward the bow half of, 
the ship, which remained firmly | 
wedged on the rocks. But some 
of didn't make it.”

All efforts to get a line aboard 
the ship failed and when the aft 
section began to crack away and 
was in danger of slipping off into 
1,500-feet deep water at the reef’s 
edge, the captain ordered the pas- 
sengers and crew forward. 

The ships stood by helplessly 
for hours, huge waves breaking 
over their decks. The blizzard re. 
duced visibility to zero. 

The Yukon went on the _ reef 
after a rough, eight-hour journey 
from Seward. It was first thought 
she suffered only superficial dam- 
ace and would be floated with 
high tide. But as the storm in- 
creased in intensity she began 
flashing distress signals.

George Allen Is a Phenomenon 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill, whose column usually appears here, 
is making a study of European occupation zones.) 


WASHINGTON.—The shrewd politicians are much more in- 
terested in the President’s nomination of George Allen to the board 
of the RFC than in his choice of Edwin Pauley for the undersecre- 
taryship of the navy. Pauley’s rich, oil associations have naturally 
carried him into the headlines, since a blend of oil and politics has 
struck a chord in the American political memory for the past 20 
years. But it is the Allen nomination that is causing the real talk, 
and the chieftains of the Democratic party are by no means the 
least vocal. 

Without any place on the public pav roll, Allen has occupied 
one of the offices allotted to the presidential staff in the State 
Department, and has served as one of the President’s chief ad- 
visors almost since Mr. Truman took office. During the past year 
he has also emerged as what can only be called a commanding figure 
in the business world. In 1944, he was already the director of 16 
corporations, including 12 insurance companies, the Aviation Corpo- 
ration, the War Damage Corporation, the Steep Rock Iron Mines 
and the Washington Properties, Inc. Even then he was no small 
potato. 


1945 Allen’s guidance and 
gained a wider apprecia- 
tion. In that vear he added to his list directorships in American 
Cable and Radio, Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corporation, -Gen- 
eral Aniline and Film Corporation, Hugo Stinnes Corporation and 
the Republic Steel Corporation. On the boards of Aviation Cor- 
poration, Consolidated Vultee and Republic Steel, Allen sits with 
an old friend, Victor Emmanuel. On American Cable and Radio he 
has among his colleagues members of a New York banking house 
which has long been known for its friendly interest in the Demo- 
cratic party. And on the board of the Stinnes Corporation, Allen 
finds himself halfway between being a public official ard a busi- 
nessman, since it is under the control of the alien property cus- 
todian. 

Merely as the man who makes the President laugh, and between 
laughs gives him much influential advice, Allen would now be a 
very big potato indeed. But as a man who can both play this role 
in the White House, and in his off hours act as the close associate 
of Tom Mercer Girdler, toughest of the steel masters, and advise 
such a variety of other leaders of American business, Allen is mcre 
than just a big potato. He is a phenomenon. 

It is fascinating to speculate on how he combines his somewhat 
divergent duties. He has claimed to have taken the lead in urging 
Mr. Truman to adopt the Roosevelt program as his own. Does he 
enliven the meetings of the Republic Steel directorate, for example, 
with expiations on the social and economic virtues of the full 
employment bill and the new minimum wage bill? It must be a 
novel sight to see Tom Girdler hearing the pure New Deal doctrine 
in his own board room.

At least, they say, Allen can be trusted to clear out these ingrates 
and transform the RFC into a soundly partisan organ. 


The desirability of making a partisan organ of such a vast engine 
of economic power as the RFC may of course be questioned. But 
that is not the real point of the Allen nomination, any more than 
the possibility that Ed Pauley may continue to promote his views 
as to tidelands oil properties while serving as custodian of the 
naval oil reserves is the real point of the Paulney nomination. The 
striking feature of both nominations is the insight they give into 
the present state of affairs in Washington, 

There is nothing especially wicked about either of these two 
men. Their views and standards are no doubt equal, or even 
superior, to the views and standards of many of the men who sit 
with them on their boards of directors. They are different only in 
that one of them, Allen, has always mingled politics and business, 
rising simultaneously in both, while the other, Pauley, employed 
his large resources to become treasurer of the Democratic National 
Committee, and to rise from that eminence to a position of states- 
manship. Nor have men like these ever been absent from the 
American government in times of what was once called normalcy. 
The only hitch is that these are not normal times. That is, funda- 


mentally, what disquiets the Democratic chieftains, among others.

That 
is the ‘fact-finding’ for which the President has appointed a 
commission. 

But to assess the facts, more is needed than access to the books 
of individual companies and, when the facts are in hand, they must 
be generalized with a view to establishing some rules. Mr. Fairless 
has proposed that the President call a conference of leading exer- 
utives; if he should wish to add to the conference leading econ- 
omists, Mr. Fairless could hardly object. If the strikes are not 
immediately settled, the President should accept his proposition. 


To the public at large the strikes appear as a struggle for power, 
and the dominant attitude seems to be “a plague on both your 
houses.”

Mudbound Georgia 
Finds Its Voice 


Like the mule who shares his toilsome lot, 

the Georgia farmer suffers long and is patient. 

a: j But every once in a while he rares up and lets 

folks know that something is galling him and that he doesn't like 
it and don’t aim to stand for it. 

That letter published here the other day from Mr. D. J. Bowen, 
but a man who lives in a rural area, in which he spoke 
of Georgia wallowing in a muddy swamp, brought 
trumpetings, voicing the same 


no farmer 
in righteous anger 
a symphony of angry answering 
complaint. 

Hiere is a typical statement from among those that have 
come in. It won't mean much to people who live. on a paved road 
and come to town in their own car, or by bus or street car. But 
it will hit home to those who live in the country—who have faith 
enough in the Georgia land to live on it and make their living on 
it. It is from Mr. T. W. Crow, RFD 2, College Park, and says: 

“Your column today was strictly on the ball. I live on State 
Highway 139, and my children have ridden the school bus five 
times this year. People leave their cars at the end of the pavement 
and walk two or three miles home. The school bus, overloaded 
with future America slipping and sliding through the mud to 
school—if and when the bus runs. It is nothing to see good cars 
buried up to the lights on this so-called state highway. 

Your column was right when it said that soil was not the answer. 
Highway 139 has been soiled and soiled. I myself gave two acres of 
precious topsoil to no avail. It ends up in the ditches and the 
swamps. Soil will carry light traffic if properly applied but it is 
not worth the price of the soil. Heavy traffic pushes it into the 
ditch with the first shower.” 

(Note: And that, I think, is the gospel truth. I remember once 
after my father, a man of picturesque speech, had given topsoil for 
a road, I heard him say to the man: “Well, take it. But for the 
next 1,000 years that piece of land won't be worth nothing except 
to keep hell from showing through.” ) 

“When Highway 139 becomes impassable the people seek county 
roads to get to Atlanta,” says Mr. Crow. ‘The county roads last 
two or three days and then they become impassable. Soil will not 
stand heavy traffic. 

“My neighbor died in 1945 and was carried to the pavement in 
a ton-and-a-half truck because an ambulance couldn't get to his 
home. We carry the soil to the road and leave the rock in the 
fields. ‘That’s backwards, as any man of the soil will tell you. 
Enough crushed stone will do the job. Ask any good road man or 
any farmer and he will tell you. We-have to terrace and contour 
our fields to keep the soil on. Why would it stay on a crowned 
road? Ask Channing Cope and he will tell you the soil is more 
precious than our rundown roads. Stone will make the roads 
passable in all kinds of weather if enough is applied. More power 
to vou, and keep after this thing. Yours truly, T. W. Crow’

The new tobacco extract 
tested extensively at the Univer- 
of Pennsylvania medical 
school. 

The Agriculture Department 
chemists were chiefly interested in 
the product because of the possi 
bility it affords for utilizing poor 
quality tobacco leaves which now 
are of value only for the nicotine 
which can be obtained from them. 
Search is under way for rutin in 
other agricultural products, and 
present indications are that con- 
siderable quantities may be ob- 
tained from buckwheat. 

In seeking other uses for waste 
farm products, the chemists have 
found that the leaves, stem and 
pods of nine vegetables which now 
are thrown away are rich In vita 
mins. This waste, amounting to 
nearly 3,000,000 tons a year, is 
unavailable for human consump. 
tion but experiments have shown 
that it can be turned into a leaf: 
meal suitable for feeding animals 

Feeding tests now are under way 
at the Delaware agricultural ex 
nerimental station. The largest 
source of this waste, the chemists 
found, was the leaves and pods 
of peas, with tomato culls and 
trimmings running a close second 
Chickens are found to thrive ex: 
ceptionally well on these meals.

a retiring board. 

Sometimes, particularly in the 
Navy, officers who were found to 
be physically unfit for further 
‘service were calmly kicked out 
‘of active duty to inactive status 
‘by recommendation or action of 
‘the survey board. They weren't 
igiven even the privilege of ap- 
|pearing before the retiring board. 
| A retiring board in either the 
'Army or Navy is supposed to hear 
‘and probe all available evidence 
and then decide whether the of- 
'ficer is to be retired. 
| What may be more important 
is that it ha. to decide whether 
ithe officer is to get retired pay, 
because of permanent disability 


(or aggravation of a pre-existing 


‘disability) incurred in the serv- 
ice in line of duty. 

So if you’re an ex-officer who 
came out (through a retiring 
board or Army disposition 
board or survey board) 
because of disability without re- 
tired pay, you may be interested 
in asking for a review of your 
case. 

The GI Bill has a part in it 
which provides for Army and 
Navy boards of review. The part 
‘is Section 302. You can take an 
appeal to one of these boards. 
| Of course, since you were never 
igiven any reasons why there was 
la’ decision against you, you'll 
have little to guide you when 
arguing your case before a review 
board. 
| In civilian courts, a man has a

chance to know the judge’s charge | 


to the jury, and thus, if the case 
is lost, he has an idea of what 
he must overcome if he hopes to 
appeal and win. Our _ appeals 
courts, even state and federal su- 
preme courts, always publish in 
detail the reasons for a decision. 

But not the Army or Navy. Rea- 
sons aren’t given and you'll have 
to guess why. 

At any rate, this leaves any dis- 
abled ex-officer, denied retirement 
with pay, feeling he has been giv- 
en the knee. Without any reasons 
disclosed, he hasn’t much to go on 
in preparing an appeal. 

But you’ve nothing to lose. Get 
‘an application form from the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office or the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel, Navy 
Department. The boards operate 
in Washington, so most ex-offi- 
cers won't find it possible to ap- 
pear in person, although they have 
the right to do so.
